Gentlemen—On tire 14th inst. | witnessed one 
of the most extraordinary pk\somena per- 
haps ever witness: in any age. 402 my arriv- 
a! at Princeton on the evening of the 13th inst. 
I was informed by Doctor Thompson and sev- 
eral other gentlemen of high respectability, 
ihat a young orphan girl, aged 12 or 13 years, 
resident in the family of the Hon. William 
Prince, about seven miles from Princetoa, on 
the 7th inst. commenced sweating blood ; or in 
other words, the blood ran freely from the 
pores of the skin of her left cheek from a 
space considerably larger than a dollar ; that 
it continued in this way until the evening of 
the lith inst. when it ceased; that on the 
morning of the 12th a large drop of black blood, 
the size of a large bean, suddenly emitted from 
her cheek below the eye, to which was attach- 
ed sundry fibres, tendons, or something which 
resembled the legs of a large spider, which 
legs or fibres appeared to possess life, by their 
manner of contracting and extending them- 


der; that shortly afterwards a lump of pure 
clean flesh, about the size of a large pea, sud- 
denly emitted from the same place, and in a 
few minutes a solid, firm piece of bone, near 
one fourth of an inch square, suddenly proceed- 
ed from the same place, and that no hole, open- 
ing, cr appearance from whence those sub- 
stances emitted, could possibly be discovered 
hy the strictest scrutiny ; that the girl remain- 
ed in perfect health, entirely free from the 
most distant symptoms of pain orsoreness ;— 
and that no change of color or other singular 
appedance, manifested themselves at that part 
of the face more than any other part.

In precisely sixteen minutes, a lump of 
clean flesh without any mixture of blood, sud- 
denly made its appearance on the outside of 
the skin, about the size of a large bean, which 
Gen. Neely instantly removed, when no hole 
ov aperture in the skin could be discovered. In 
six minutes afterwards a solid piece of bone, 
near one eighth of an inch square, suddenly 
made its appearance at the same place, which 
being instantly removed, no hole or aperture 
in the skin could be discovered.——Precisely 
fourteen minutes afterwards, a lump of clean 
flesh, as large asthe end of a man’s little fin- 
ger to the first joint, suddenly appeared at the 
same place, and in eight minutes afterwards a 
solid piece of bone, as thick, and about halt the 
length and width of a large grain of corn, when 
the nicest scrutiny could not discern any open- 
ing. or appearance of any aperture from whence 
those bones and lumps of flesh proceeded.
